Company, Troop or Battery the L e t­ 


ter Should A lw ays Be Nam ed F ir s t 


To the on I In ary civilian, who ie not 
particularly well posted on military 
matters, im Interpretation of the army 
term s In general use m ay prove of In­ 
terest. Tho following are among those 
that are m ost constantly employed; 
A corps is tw o or more divisions 
and is com m anded by a m ajor general. 
A division Is composed of two or 
more brigades and is also commanded 
by a m ajor general. 
A brigade, com manded by a briga­ 
dier general, is composed of tw o or 
more regim ents and independent com­ 
panies or battalions. 
A regim ent of infantry consists of 
twelve line companies and three addi­ 
tional companies. 
It Is com manded by 
a colonel, w ith the following additional 
officers: One lieutenant colonel, three 
majors, fifteen captains as company 
commanders, three of them also tieing 
mem bers of the colonel’s staff as ad ju ­ 
tant, quarterm aster and com m issary; 
tw o lieutenants to each company, one 
lieutenant acting on each of the three 
m ajors’ staffs. 
A battalion Is made up of four conv 
I ai riles and Is com m anded by a major. 
A company of infantry consists of 
al>out 150 men, divided into two pla­ 
toons; platoons are divided into squads. 
A platoon is com m anded by a lieuten­ 
a n t - a commissioned officer; two or 
more squads are com manded Ivy a aer* 
geant; a squad Is com manded by a cor­ 
poral aud comprises seven men beside* 
tile corporal. 
A company of cavalry la called a 
troop, and a battalion of cavalry Is 
called a squadron. 
A company of artillery Is colled a 
battery. 
It Is divided Into sections, 
Hod there m ay be different num bers of 
guns, according to the kind of artillery. 
Three batteries of artillery muke a 
battalion. 
Tho word 
"company,” "troop" or 
"battery" should nut ba used before the 
ktCftur, aa 
< vm paoy B.” 
It woald be 
the sam e as to say "Street Jackson.” 
T he letter cornea first, Just as the nu­ 
meral comes before the word regiment 
—"Second regiment," not "Regim ent 
Begoud." 
Troops are either "federals" (regular) 
or national guard. 
Every male clti7.eu 
of the United States between the ages 
of eighteen and forty-five is u member 
©f the militia. 
Never use the word 
when referring to organized Is idles of 
troops. 
Thoro are no such things as "militia 
officials" or "arm y officials” In m ilitary 
parlance. They are national guard and 
army officers. 
A skirmish, engagem ent, brush, fight 
or encounter Is not a battle. 
A battle Is an engagem ent for tho 
possession of a certain point and Is 
general In Its character. 
Large bodies 
of troops are engaged—more than a 
brlgude; otherwise the fight Is nu en­ 
gagement, a skirm ish or an encounter. 
Never say “Captain Jones and his 
soldiers of Company A-” 8 -y ‘‘A mni- 


pany com manded by Captain Jones urn 
so and so.” 
Any Irregular body of troops less 
than a com pany or troops Is called a 
detachm ent unless it Is a platoon or 
squad or a section of artillery. 
Never 
say "Lieutenant Jones and a num ber 
of men" from such and such an or­ 
ganization. 
Say "A detachm ent from 
A company, com m anded by Lieutenant 
Jones.” 
Ammunition is spoken of in term s of 
rounds. 
"F ifty rounds" m eans fifty 
cartridges—fifty shots. 
Never say muskets. 
There are not 
any. 
Artillery carry pistols and not 
revolvers. 
Troops generally move in columns. 
The usual column is four men abreast, 
two ranks comprising a squad, with 
the corporal as the m an on the left in 
the rear rank. 
They go into the firing 
line in "extended order," sometimes 
referred to as a skirm ish line. 
Troops 
are sent into battle or engagem ent as 
the firing line, the support and the re­ 
serve. T he tactical unit In line of b at­ 
tle or engagem ent Is the battalion. 
A picket consists of several men, gen­ 
erally a squad. 
One of a picket is a 
sentinel or sentry. 
In front and on the 
flanks of all troops In cam p are out­ 
posts—pickets. 
All troops doing guard 
duty, picket duty, outpost duty, etc., 
are commanded by "the officers of tho 
day," so designated for n period of 
twenty-four hours, a9 are tho troops on 
guard duty.
